This 
conparcs  vdth  S,73^»0O0  "bushels  dnxing  the  -same .  mo n the?  last  season  and  an  average 
of  •  6, 9^!-9,000  "bushels  for  the  five-year  period,.  193^'^~35  "to  lS''3S-39»,    Crushings  so 
far  this  season  (July  through  Decemhcr)  totaled  17s 026,000  "bushois  against 
15,550,000  "bushels  during  the  first  h^lf  of  the  1939-^-0  season  and  12,521,000     ■■  ■ 
"bushels  the  previous  five-year  overage. 

The  "bulk  of  U.  S.  crushings  for  the  se-ason  to  date  apparently  represented 
domestic  flaxseed.     Iraports  increased  slightly  during  the  second  q_uarter  'but  "brought 
the  total  since  July  1st  up  to  only  3,£7S>000  "bushels  coEpared  with  5, 265, 000 
"bushels  July  through  December  last  season  n,nd  8,381,000  "bushels  the  average  for  the 
previous  five-year  iDoriod,     The  smaller  importn  this  season  largely  reflected  the 
sharp  increase  in  dome n tic  supplieB  which  o"bviated  need  for  usual  pijr chases  of 
foreign  seed. 

Despite  the  increased  crushings  and  falling  off  in  imports,  January  1st 
commercial  supplies  were  almost  douhle  the  rolr.tive ],y  la.rge  stocks  at  the  correspond- 
ing date  last  year.     Commercial  supplies  at  the  heginning  of  the  season  apparently 
v/ere  the  Ir.rgest  in  sir'tean  years  and  amounted  to  33»13S,000  hushols.  Adding 
imports  of  3,878,000  -"biishels  and  deducting  crunhingc  of  17,026,000  hushels  July 
through  Declen"ber  points'  to  January  1st  stocks  of  19j990»000  'bu.^hels.    This  compares 
with  10,265,000  hushels  at  the  corresponding  date  last  year  and      723,000  "bushels 
tv.'O  years  hack. 

Distri"bution  of  linseed  oil  was  v/cll  maintained  during  the  second  quarter  a;id 
oxiounted  to  153» 509,000  pounds.     This  "brought  the, total  for  the  season  since  July 
1st  up  to  30b-,6U5,000  pounds  against  288,287,000  pounds'  during  the  corresponding 
nix  months  last  ■  season- and  2^1,57^,000  .pounds  two  years  back.
